NEW VARIETIES 


We have added many new varieties, but as many of you know, it takes some 
time to properly determine the merits of a new variety, and on the other hand, a 
variety that does well in one location, may not do so well in another. (U1 NO Pete 
Sport of Picardy, I feel sure will be an outstanding commercial with all the fine quali- 
ties of Picardy, but with an entirely different color. 

We have selected several more sports of Picardy the past season, all are differ- 
ent from those already under label, one of these, if it will reproduce the same color 
it had, last summer, will prove the most outstanding color of a Picardy bloom I have 
ever seen, much more intense coloring than Picardy. 

AMERICAN COMMANDER: What I have observed of this variety, the past 
season, I predict this variety, is going places,.-commercially—from my own obser- 
vations, from wholesale commission florists in New York and elsewhere from Florida 
cut flower growers, in fact all indications are that this will be one of the fast selling 
higher priced items, as a cut flower in the near future, as it is today. Giant flow- 
ered glads are more in evidence, among some of the latest varieties. Mrs. Gannett, 
is one of this mammoth flowered group, this has proven to be a good grower and 
propagator, Miss Alameda, has been equal to Picardy for us the past season, and 
is an exceptional commercial cut flower variety; Charmaine (New) has all the in- 
dications of a fine commercial, it grows medium tall, is a good propagator, and pro- 
duces fine heavy spikes of a deep rose color, a color not too common in good var- 
ieties. King Midas, has been grown by us for two seasons and we like it very 
much, it’ is a very rich clear yellow, and produces long spikes, that open from 8- 
10 or more blooms, perhaps this is the best yellow we have grown in the past few 
years.

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VIRDELL (Wing 1941) 


Mr. Wing asked us to list this new Glad, a fine rose pink, while we have not 
grown this ourselves, as yet, we plan to do so this coming season. Mr. Wing 
brought us some flowers of this variety late in the season, and its keeping qualities 
were exceptional. We give below Mr. Wing’s own description. 


VIRDELL (Wing 1941) 75 to 80 days. Beautiful rich rose pink, ruffled, with from 

5 to 7 blooms out at a time, well placed on a tall straight spike, a very vigorous 

grower, and stands the heat well. Well grown spikes from large bulbs, will 
attain a height of five feet or more, with from 18 to 22 buds per spike. 


When comparing Virdell with Picardy, the latter conceded to be one of the most 
popular glads grown, we find that when showing these two glads, side by side, many 
“olad fans’? (with the exception of one man) have chosen Virdell as the most beauti- 
ful and it is exquisitely peautiful. We sell many glad blooms to florists who have 
taken Virdell first when it was available; this in preference to Picardy or any other 
pink we had. We havea fair stock so will introduce at a popular price to give more 
an opportunity to get this variety at once. It is well forth a much higher introduc- 
tory price but we list at the following prices and will not offer bulblets or small bulbs 
this year.

A MAP OF OUR LOCATION 


A map of our location is shown on this page. We are located about mid-way be- 
tween Armor and Hamburg, N. Y. This year we have added a small guide map in the 
upper left hand corner to make it more convenient to see at a glance just where to 
find us. We have used the letter X to indicate houses or homes and our place is lo- 
eated with two letters—XX. We are located about 200 feet from the corner of 
Clark Street (Armor Road) and McKinley Parkway. Route No. 20-A crosses Mc- 
Kinley Parkway about 2% miles from this corner and as you will note on small guide 
map, the Erie County or Hamburg Fair Grounds is within view of where we are 
located. Hamburg is nearly one mile to the west of us. To the east of us is a deeply 
wooded ravine and beyond that Armor. We are located about 15 miles from Buffalo, 
about 3 miles from Lake Erie, 12 miles from East Aurora and about 40 miles from 
Niagara Falls, N. Y. NOTE: Ravine, lower right corner on guide map, placed at an 
angle. This indicates a ravine and not a street. 
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
